Mr.%Orr moved that the bill under dis- 
ouBBion-.be read a second' time. 

Mr. Drake, while rot opposed to any 
bill which contemplated expenditure in 
the province, objected to the r"'vilege, 
askoa for'in the bill, being ez'B ided to 
exclude .any private persun, or oo upany 
from 'iii'dtiufftcturing gas eye'n tur their 
own.,. BUrii°Be% for t a. period of:-:aeVen 
years. The olause embodying cdmmence- 
msnt of construction ' of tho gasworks 
was not Buihciently explicit. Unless tho 
exclusive privi'egu was struck out he 
ahould oppose the aecond reading. It was 
not oompulaory on the company to pro- 
vide gaa^in that city, but merely gave 
tKeaa tho oxclusivo ri){ht, and cunsidoring 
this a tendency to wrongful monopoly ho 
should vote against thu bill, unless this 
right was eliminated from it.

ernmont of niuiiopoliea who gave .no 
chance to those who wore not w ithin rings 
and corporations. Now, however, thathou, 
.^gentleman.woa: found supporting what was 
,p^]^h;gs,un^,p^the most excruciating nion- 
'o'poliea with which tho house had been 
called upon to deal. He (Mr. Davie) did 
not think tho geuornl provisions of tho 
bill wore bad, and it waa incorrect on the 
part of the hon. member for New Wo t- 
minster diatrict (Mr. Orr) to say that tlie 
bill had pasaud through the private bills 
coinniittoe with comment or objection, (or 
it had bv.en thero agreed that the billaa; a 
whole should be considered in counnittee 
of tho house. To pass it in its preaent form 
would bo tu croate a monopoly of pro- 
portions tho like of which thepresent gov- 
ernment had not, aa yet, been acousod of 
aiding. "He wished, for oiio thing, to aeo tho 
whole of claijae throe struck nut, for it 
arrojiatedtoiUelf them.onnpo!y,iiot only of 
manufacture and supply, but of construc- 
tion, maintairing and renovaling — in fact 
it proposed to dictate to the contraotora 
a'nd'to the laborers exactly how the 
ditches were to ■ bo dug /and everything 
elao. • Such monopoly as that he thuugl|t 
could hardly have been suggested, — but 
that was not all.

By that time 
the city of, ^apepn,yer-,wpuld ^either be an 
aecomplialied' "fact ''or t"he public would 
know what was going to be ita 
fate.. The- prumntera had all this 
time to cnpaidor wliat to do, 
and during this time would be enabled to 
prevent ether honest men from entering 
upon the work.

Mr. Hub- 
son repeated again thu house, a day or 
two ago, that "the Ohineao havo been and 
are a ouraa to the country." A short time 
ago Jumbo, the atone crusher, and his as- 
sistant, the steam drill, were said by 
some to be a curse, in that, they deprived 
men of work. Aro they considered so 
now'/ There are as uiiiny men einplnyed 
and mora roada made! Are the works 
done in part by Ohinamoii a uursu to thu 
country f Does the country complain of 
its forests being and having been cleared 
by Chinamen and oooverted into* more 
than a gold mine — a mine that can bo 
worked annually with profit and not 
changed into a barren waste! Ia this a 
curaol la it a curse to the country that 
mines abandoned or not aurticlBntly rich 
for' white laborers should bo worked and 
made profitable to the country by Chinese? 
Aro the railways a curse to the country, 
built by the aaaiatance of Chinese '? Some 
people will doublleas say railways aro in- 
jurious to thoni; but will tlitt country say 
so l Aro the manufiicf uvea c-irried on by 
Chinese, which otherwise would have to 
be imported from foreign parts, a curse to 
the couutrv ? Perhaps coniinisaion agents 
and importers might say yes, but the 
country would say no! 

Do not the Chinoao supply a want? 
They are therefore not curses to Ihecoun- 
try. The fact aeonia to bo that, instead 
of tho word "country," tho Eliiiiorablo 
Mr. Robson might perliap.'j properly have 
said, "to some diaooiitonted, loud- mouth- 
ed individuals, and theau mostly of tho 
nomadic and unskilled labour order." 
These only do not conatituto tho country. 
Tho works that have bean doiii: by Glii- 
nainen in the country will remain when 
the designers . have passed away. 'I ho 
country will have been enriched and im- 
proved — our succesaors, os we, will bu 
benefitted. Tho man wlio makca two 
bJados of grass grow where one or none 
grow b«foro is a benefactor, not a curse to 
the country, Tho man who m.'^iiufaoturea 
articles that would havo otherwise to be 
imported from foreign places is a bene- 
factor, not a curse to the country. The 
country ia much in need of honofaolors nf 
this order. Give the Chinese who aro in the 
country "fair" play. No othera iwl ap- 
ply — tho restriction act prevents, and will 
still more prevent any increase. Compe- 
tition will remove what tbe Hon. Mr. 
Robson calls the "duirae" of the country; 
but will not remove tho beneSts if fair 
play be given. Tiiore is little or no coin- 
petition in skilled labour — wiicmuverakill- 
ed competition coraua into colliaion with 
Chinese labour the Chinese go to the wall. 
If fifty cigarmakora supplant ao many 
Chinese, aa they do, why should nut a 
hundred supplant double the number? 
If fifty domestic servants oust fifty Chi- 
nese sorvrtuts, why ahouid not one 
hundred suitable ladies, — etc., fe- 
males, — oust double the number 
and so forth. Ooinpetition will settle tho 
Chinese question, and this has not yet 
boon really tried by skilled labor. Aa to 
unskilled labor tlioso who do nut like 
Chinese labor can do without theni and 
then the Ohinaman muat tlud pastures 
new, As for clearing laud and piuducing 
on their owa^accuunt, let them in all cuii- 
soience go on with the good work for it 
beneSts the country. Tho country ia first 
to bo considered; it ia of primary inipor- 
t!4UC0. Diacontetitod inriividiiala inuril 
tike a lower seat. Tho preaoiit poreecu- 
tion of Chinese fur the sake of iho hitter's 
votes, if they have any, inuai coaao, for it 
is a. disgrace and injurious to tho country. 
Let thure ba peace oii this score. There 
are lots of real curses in the country, such 
aa drunkoniiess and other vices that ri*- 
quire attention; but 1,'overnmenta derive 
the greater portion of thoir rovenuea fnun 
the vices of mankind !

Up to noon the ropresonta- 
tives of tho iMisau\iri I'acific, South Pacifie, 
Texas racil'ic, Texas Central, and olUciula 
of the Gulf, Colorado & Santa i'e, were 
waited upon by a eomuiittea of the Knights 
of Labor and uotilled not to haul, handle or 
move freight cousiguiid to or from the 
Mrtllory companv, nor freight for any of tho 
wholesulors of Galvostoii, as the latter had 
refused to observe the boycott against tho 
Mallory company. This notico takes eft'ect 
after to-day.

There is much talk about the inauguration 
of a boycott against them similar to the one 
started' by the Eost Street reaper works 
of Sprnigtield, Ohio. A great many largo 
t)usiueHs houses here express their willing- 
ness to close up thoir shops rather than aub- 
uiit to the diotiition of tho Knights of 
Labor.

ENGLAND. 

LoN'Do.v, March 6. — Information from 
official sources indicate that the .Queen 
has been persuaded to modify ^ her 'deter- 
mination to remain in retirement! "She 
promised to bo prosont at tho publio cere- 
monies at the laying of tho corner stone 
of tho now college of phyaiciana, driving 
the first pile of the new tuvf uf bridt-o, and 
at the opening of the Colonial exhihition. 
Her Majesty, however, deciaivoly declin- 
ed to hold court at U.Kckinghain p,^lauo, 
even for a aliort period, in the spring. 

In the house of commons yesterday, 
Lord Raiulolpli Churchill juatifiod 
Holtnoa' motion on the ground that there 
waa danger Gladstone would lull the coun- 
try to torpor. Ho said be was u a' le to 
conceal the fact that ho once hoped tho 
toricH might co-operate with the Parnoil- 
ites oil the lands and educational quoa- 
tions. Thero was no reason why the Par- 
nullitea, on tiiidi'.rs; parliament opposed to 
repeid, ahouid not join either the liberals 
or conservatives. Ho now found ho omit- 
ted from hia calculations the fact thot 
Giadatono waa willing to repeal the union. 
IJe challenged any member of tho govern- 
ment to deny the policy proposed meant 
repeal. Receiving no reply ho continued, 
saying thero wore two executives in Ire- 
land, tho national loagtie being tho strong- 
er, A motion to adjourn the debate was 
rej-icted by '^Gi to ICO. Lord Hartington 
and Sir injury James supported the gov- 
ern men t. Sir Michael flicka- Beach re- 
marked that in view of the silence of iniii- 
iaters, conaarvativea were satisfied with 
tho rosult of the protest made. 

Gladstone, spenking on HolnioB' motion, 
chalKngly declined to fall into tho trap sot 
for him. Ho said ho was not such n simple- 
ton ns to yield to the artful aiUurementa of 
his opponents. He had already stated the 
government were considering the question 
of social order iu Ireland, the hind ques- 
tion, and tho (luestion of future govern- 
nieut ill Ireland. These subjects were iu- 
c^xtrioably associated. Tho government 
were really entitled to three months' time 
for preparation of Irish measures. Glod- 
slouo characteri:6ed Holmes' attack as one 
of tho feeblest over made upon the executive 
branch of the government. Tbe introduc- 
tion of the motion was really tautambont to 
juatifyittg coercion to which tho goveru- 
mont would be no party. If the late gov- 
ernment proposed coercion the mere pro- 
posal would be followed by disastrous 
conKcquonof.'s. Roforriug to sneering 
allusions to Diivittund the leaf^no's denunci- 
ation of outrages, Ghulstone said he was 
glad lo hear Uavitt preaching order, and 
was delighted to find tho league mending 
its manners. Holmes' motion was with- 
drawn. The rarnollites admit (Hudstono's 
speech to bo very brilliant, and express 
theuiselves to be highly satisfied with it. 
Ln an interview Healy, patiouliUBtij slid tit 
was evident that Gladstone' waVdetermined 
to fulfill his pledge on iheliaes^ofibis Mid- 
lothian tuanifesto. ' 'If he shoafd' be com- 
pelled lo throw overboard Mr. Chamberlain 
and other members of bis cabinet, Glad- 
stone's speech contained no doiinito 
expression of his inodas opurandi, but Par- 
nelliles would be perfectly satisfied with the 
rosult of the division to-night.
